Siyahamba African Traditional

This South African hymn was written in the 1950s and has been popular in churches and schools since the 
mid-1990s. The title means “We Are Marching” and in the Zulu language, “We Are Walking.” Although it is a 
Christian hymn, it is popular at many events regardless of the denomination of the people who play or sing it. 

Perfect Ed Sheeran

Ed Sheeran’s biggest hit to date has quickly become a staple song for weddings everywhere. This beautiful 
melody transfers nicely to steel pan. Sheeran’s various versions of this song include guest vocals by Italian 
tenor Andrea Bocelli, and another version with singer Beyonce.

This medley was arranged for the West Humber C.l. steel bands, Canada’s largest high school steel pan 
credit course. These R&B tunes have all been very popular with university and high school programs alike, 
and this arrangement was chosen by the U of T steel band to be played for today’s performance. 

Imagine John Lennon

This anthem for world peace, tolerance, love and acceptance was John Lennon’s biggest hit as a solo artist. 

It has received a Grammy Hall of Fame award, and has been played at New York City’s Times Square at the 
stroke of midnight on New Year’s Eve every year since 2005. Members of the U of T steel pan ensemble 
joined forces with the West Humber C.l. steel band and the Hannaford Youth Band to play this arrangement 
with world-class pan virtuoso Liam Teague upon his visit to Toronto this past February.

Len “Boogsie” Sharpe is one of Trinidad’s most talented arrangers, and Liam Teague is one the world’s most 
gifted steel pannists. Liam Teague is also Professor of Steel Pan Studies at Northern Illinois University. He 
generously loaned us this arrangement to learn this year and we are happy to play this for you today.

The title is indicative of the exciting 
blend of Indo-Trinidadian music that has become very popular in Trinidad, especially since the mid-1990s. 

Pan in A Minor Lord Kitchener

Pan in A Minor is one of the “classics” of steel pan, performed by groups from Trinidad to Switzerland and 
everywhere in between. Lord Kitchener won the Trinidad road march competition ten times between 1965 

and 1976, more times than any other calypsonian. 

Today’s arrangement was done by “Pan Man Pat” McNeilly, the first steel pan teacher for 
Etobicoke schools. Listen for the chromatic runs and exciting rhythmic variations, 
a requisite in the Trinidad Panorama arrangements.
